It was how- 
js, ab length disoovered that the 
icy arose from disenso in the egga 
of the gilkworm, and it. was thought 
probable that it might be overoome by 
the importation of fresh seed, Aooord- 
ingly large quantities of seed wore 
for years purolinsed in Japan and used 
to replace the indigenous worms that 
had become subject to the diseaso.

‘There is some probability 
that this disonso is extending in China, 
Old experts in the trade have known of 
its existonce for several years, bat it is 
only at the present time—when we seo 
orops diminishing so rapidly that an 
export of 84,000 bales in 1880 fell 
to 54,000 bales in 1881, to 52,000 
bales in 1882, and will probably nob 
exceed 30,000 bales in 1888—that wa 
begin -to realise thnt the disease may 
lave made grenter .progress than wa 
had any iden of. We find no allue 
sion to Pebrino in the admirable sille 
reports published by the Customs twa 
years age, and the secretive untura 
of the Chineso makes it very di 
cult to-obtain information from them 
on this or any other subject, 
it appears that Chinese seri-oalturiste 
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prevent the spread of the disease, and 
perhaps also. mitigate its effects ou the 
tainted eggs, by washing these with salt 
and waterand lime and water during the 
winter months, They also separate the 
moths that appear to be diseased from 
the healthy flook. These aro simple 
remedies compared to the scientific 
methods which M. Pasteur employs, 
and they proved entirely inefficacious 
in the ose of Chin silkworm eggs that 
were sent to Europe, 

“The eggs of the Obinese silkworm 
have very seldom been sent to Lurope ; 
as the graineurs preferred tle out. 
turn of those from Japan. ‘Two years 
ago a small. shipment. was made, 
and we have been informed that 
the eggs were found, on a mioros- 
oopical ‘examination by au expert in 
Franoe, to be tainted throughout with 
the disease. ‘The eggs were all hatched 
in Franoe after being washed in salt 
and water and lime and water, accord. 
ing to instroctions sent from China, 
but the parcel of worms, with fow 
exceptions, died at tho fourth stage. 
Of course there may have beon other 
onuses for this mortality, such as 
great heat and thunderstorms, but the 
fact remains that eggs condemned by 
microscopical examination brought fough 
no cocoons. If the disease has made thn 
serious doficienoy in the crop in our 
jatriots whioh the small amount of 
1k available for export would seem to 
prove, the Chinese will in fature re- 
quite for their own uses all the silk 
that is produced. For the serious 
onlamity which might come upou the 
Ohineso from tho failure of their orop, 
there is a remedy to be found in 
tho adoption of tho discoveries of M. 
“Pasteur, who, by tho aid of the 
mioroscope, is able to fiud in the seed 
of the silkworm the symptoms of di- 
sense, and in consequence only the 
hoalthy worms are uow reared iv 
Europe. This plan, if adopted by the 
of Chinese, would probably lead to the 
regularity of crops that has been 
enjoyod in Europe during the seasous 
1880 to 1883,

The Straits Times of 2nd August con 
tains a letter from the engineer of the 
Perak Tin Mining Company, giving the 
result of an assay of alluvial tin from 
Selangor. It was from Captain China’a 
mine and produced 47 per cent. of tin 
oxide, which the writer says is vory good 
indeed, and speaks well for the develop- 
ment of the alluvial tin deposits of Selan- 
gor. Hethiuks it probable that other valle 
will, when properly-tested, give similar 
results, but it will be important to got as 
many engines applied to draining the val- 
leys as possible, so that the necessary 
depths may be attained.

THE CHAMBERS OF COMMERCE ON THE 
‘UNRATIFIED COREAN TREATY. 


mm. 
RevoRNING to our examination of the 
letters to Lord Granville by tie Com- 
mittecs of te Shanghai and Hongkong 
Cluinbers of Commerce, wo fiud that 
Article VI refers to the ports which 
are to be opened to foreign trade in 
Corea and matters connected with the 
aoquisition of and concessions at thom, 
and the regalation of these; also to the 
right of travel in the country. It farther 
contains a prohibition of British vessels 
carrying freight between the Coreanopen 
ports, ‘The Shanghai C; 
as its opinion that “A. 
again vory one-sided, as, while allowing 
Coreaus free access to Great. Britain 
aud her possessions British subjects are 
to be confined to the Treaty Ports 
without leave to go into the interior 
for any purpose, or to send or purchase 
goods there. Such a stipulation nulli- 
fies the value of the whole ‘l'reaty and 
roduces the prospects of any advan. 
tages of trade to such a point as to 
make it very unlikely that any one 
wouldavnil of it, Moreover, the Japanese 
in their Tronty have a radius of thirty 
miles from Ports which are open to 
thom, while the Chinese are free of the 
country for mining purposes aud the 
purchase of any goods they may re. 
quire, and althoagh Article XIV spo. 
ciully introduces the favoured nation 
clause, which would apparoutly render 
that part of Article VI ‘a dend 
letter, the clause has doubtless not 
heen introduced for nothiug.” This 
we say in passing might have beon 
taken for grauted, “Tt will farther be 
observed that Article VI allows British 
aiibjects to pursuc (nt the Ports) their 
various callings and ayooations, ‘and 
thoy are pormitted to traffic there in 
all’ merchandize, but uot a word is 
said about the various ‘ industries 
the introduction of whieh will probably 
be the most remunerative trade that 
will be done for some years to come. 
It is the ambignona wording of the 
sjmilnr clause in the Tientsin ‘Treaty 
which gaye the Chiuese the opportunity 
to attempt to stop several such indus. 
tries in Shanghai at a recent date aud 
it would certainly be advisable that the 
legality of such institutions should be 
placed beyond question.” Not one word 
of protest against the proposal to hand 
over the whole coast shipping trade to 
the Chinese and Japauese! Yet tl 
was at ouce seen to. be oue of the 
clauses in the American Treaty which 
was most inimical to foreign interests, 
oii 80 blindly favourable to the Chinese 
that it was impossible to find an exouse 
that would pass for auy Western nego- 
tiator having assented to it.

aud Japanese. Taken asa whole, the 
treaty appears to have been drawn up 
with two distinct objects neither of 
which is in any way to the advantage 
of the Western powers. Corea while 
seouring for herself the alliance with a 
nation powerful enough to keep her 
dreaded enemy in check, little 
more than the empty privilege of 
residence in certain fixed spots, of 
which few will caro to avail, since the 
facilities to trade are so hampered with 
restriction as to leave but little hope of 
any profitable result, The consting 
trade is given to the Chinese, while 
both Chinese, and Japanese are more 
or less free of the iutorior. Tho im. 
posts are heavier than in either China 
or Japan and there is not the slightest 
warranty that even these will not be 
exceeded, and the so-called “ privilege 
of trade” be practically nullified. Bat 
althongh it is not perhaps intended 
that Great Britain should be a gainer 
in any way by o treaty which cireum- 
- stances have forced on Coren, to enable 
her to avoid a threatened danger, it is 
perfectly evident that Chiua ander the 
“pretence of assisting Corea has been 
looking well after herself, aud that tho 
restrictions and tariff suggested by 
them to the Oorenus as the basis of 
their treaty with Groat Britain, are to 
serve as the foundation of a claim 
ilar stipulations in their own 
with Foreign Powers whon 
the time comes for their revision.” 
The Hovgkong Committeo suggest an 
alteration in Article VIII which would 
have the effect of permitting the con- 
fiscation of the goods of a foreigner 
who infringes the law prohibiting the

THE STEAMBOAT TRADE. 
‘Tue Roturns of Trade for the quarter 
ondivg 30th June last, which have just 
been issued by the Customs, afford 
some evidence that trade among tho 
Chinese is improving. At all ovents 
the shipments of several staple articles 
from one port to another have been 
on a larger scale than in the same six 
mouths of 1882. Sugar has been 
exported from Swatow to the extent of 
833,000 piouls in the first half of this 
year, the Inst quarter, of course, being 
much the heavier. This is an increase 
of 333,000 piouls in the balf-yoar. 
Again, beancake aud beans have beeu 
shipped from Newchwang in somewhat 
increased quantities, though not so 
noticeably larger ns that of sugar 
from Swatow. Cotton has also been 
shipped from this port to the extont of 
nearly 150,000 piculs more in the first 
half of the present year than in the 
same time of Inst yenr. These should 
be all indications of revival of trade 
among the natives, aud should show 
that they have now more money to 
spend, or that, relieved from the appro- 
hension of disaster or the presence of 
calamities, they have more heart 








to spend their cash, Of course it may 
also mean that the overtrading “in 
sogar which las been so disastrous to 
Chinese merchants during the Inst sea 


d|son or two is being continued. But 


that is not very likely. After years 
of bad and ruiuous trading have been 
brought to a climax, aud. the weak 
among the merchants abd speculators 
have Lad to go to the wall, those who 
havo survived, or those who havo taken 
the places of the fallen, are generally 
cautions for a few years, Bankers 
also discourage speculation while tho 
memory and smart of losses continue: 
We should, for this and other reasons, 
look to the legitimate wants of the 
country baving caused such an im- 
provement in its domestic trade as may 
be discovered in the Customs tables of 
imports and exports, There is one 
important article in which the trade of 
this distriot has beou very much smaller 
in the last bolf yenr than in the same * 
period of 1882. The oxport of rico 
from Shanghui, which was 2,096,000 
piculs in tho first half of last year, 
fellto937,000 picals in tho six months of 
the present year. That was owing to the 
great floods whiob did so much damago 
in the valley of the Yangteze daring the 
summer of 1882. ‘Tho falliug off will 
therefore in all probability be only tom- 
porary, A good deal of rain has fallen 
this year in the rice producing distriots 
and in the Yangtezo valley gouerally, but 
wwe Lave not heard any such reports. of 
damage ns wero current a little over a 
twelve-month ago. And, as rico ie in 
gront demaud in the Straits, owing to 
the failure of the crop in Java, tho 
demand for northern rico from Canton 
and other southern markets should be 
large, and the peasants in near dis 
triets should get good prices for their 
produce. ‘Tho import of rico at Tion- 
tsiv, both mercantile aud tribute grain, 
has beon considerably loss this season 
than the average. Recent heavy rains 
in Obibli, aud the consequent flooding 
of districts, will probably causo ine 
creased shipments of rice to be made - 
to Tieatsin, A simultaneous demand 
for rico from tho north aud south 
would be very much to tho bouefit of 
the farmers in this and neighbouring 
provinces, and by improving freights, 
would help the distressed British and 
Foreign steamboat owners, whose 
affairs seom to be in a bad way at 
present. And the prophets of evil 
have for some time been lifting up 
their voices and foretelling the com. 
ing of very bad times indeed, for all 
who own steamers or shares in them. 
Tho competition both in running their 
present steamers and in building now 
ones gives ocoasion for these forbodings, 
‘The construction of steamers, mostly 
of large size, goes on apace in England, 
notwithstanding the discouraging posi- 
tion of the shippivg trade. Many of 
the vessels uow in course of building 
were contracted for Inst year, and 
there are not wanting indications 
that the rush to aoguire large 
steamers has sensibly abated. A part. 
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graph ina recent number of the Pall 
Mall Gazette, wftor mentioning that a 
cousidernble decline had taken place in 
the value of steamship shares in the 
north of England, saya that brokers 
who deal in these shares have for 
months past hnd their hands fall of 
orders to sell, If this is the case 
among the shareholders in the chenply 
built and economically managed ‘Tyne 
Aleamers, it iy not surprizing that the 
value of shares in most of the large 
steam-ship compnuies should have de- 
clined sivce the beginning of the 
‘Yet all these companies are in- 
their fleets. ‘These additions 
bear pretly much the appearance of the 
extensions to which the great railway 
companies were so prone in former dase, 
whieh were entered on more to injure 
their vivala than for any other reason, 
‘Wo seo tho same thing going on in our 
Joon! atenm-ship lines, Notwithstanding 
Jow freights and a trade that is not very 
rapidly expanding, all the const lines 
Are increasing their tonnage, or, as in 
the case of the new conversion of the 
“Douglas” ‘steamers, providing the 
onpital todoso. ‘The recoutly published 
aocounts of the Indo-China Steam 
Navigation Qompany displayed very 
signifionntly the difference between the 
attractive allurements of a prospectus 
and the stern realities of actual work- 
ing. Except the payments for tho 
steamers of the Chinn Const Co., somo 
now vessels, the plant, aud a goodwill of 
a business which was paying eleven por 
cont, when taken over by the Indo-China 
Company, no promise of the prospectus 
has been realized. No dividend has 
beei pnid, aud the present yenr’s earn. 
ings have to meet a debit of £12,000 for 
depreciation Inst year. ‘The result of the 
your’s working of this Company pro- 
bably does not differ materially from 
the result of the working of other lines 
It certainly does not offer any induce. 
moeut to increase the number of steamers 
employed in the Enst, or to form new 
lines, Yet the air has been fall of 
rumours of companies in course of 
formation uuder the auspices of high 
officials, or capitalists at home, It

before entering on uew enterprizes 
intended to specially compete with 
At prosont vothing could woll be more 
“cheerless than the outlook for the owners 
ofsteamers trading in the East. Freights 
aro low everywhere, the rates fur 
eargo on tho coast being, we are in- 
formed, barely sufficient to pay the cost 
of coal, ‘The rate of freight per mail 
and other firet-clase steamers from this 
to London has beeu for some time so 
low that the owners of sailing ships in 
the old days would have been ruined 
by the like. It is pretty much the 
same in India, And the continuauce 
of cholera in Egypt may, as sanguine 
American operators in wheat corners 
expect, have the effect of preventing 
the shipment to Europe of the large 
quantities of grain that at last advices 





had sccamulated at the ports and up- 
country. Should the shipment of that 
grain be delayed for some months, the 
freight market all over the world will 
be further depressed. 





THE MALAY PENINSULA. 
Tae Malay Poninsala, which occupies 
so large a space in our Shanghai hori. 
zon, and which seems destined by its 
unique geographical position and its 
agricultural and mineral wealth to take 
au important place in the new industrial 
development of the Far East, has been 
fortunate enough to attract the notice 
of two Indy writers, It requires a 
wounn to describe a country, Men ean 
only analyse and tabulate. So mauy 
people of this race, so mnny of that, 
80 many miles of railroad, 80 many 
stenm-fuetories, such aud such pro- 
ducts, a chapter on the Fauna, anothor 
on the Flora, others on the Revenue aud 
the Expenditure, the administration of 
justice and the religions creeds, Sach 
is the ordinary summary of a mau’s 
book—all useful kuowledge, no doubt, 
but somehow the breath of life has 
porated from this statisti 
which bas uo human interest except for 
fortune-seekers or dry-as-daste, But let 
a woman take op the pen and we 
become aware of a shaking among the 
dry-boues, aud life fused into the 
picture, We recoutly heard a com. 
parison drawu between the admirable 
volumes of Archdeacon Gray who spent 
8 life-time over the study of Canton, 
and the vivid word-painting of Miss 
Bird who the Ci y of Rams in a 
few days. Asa reservoir of informa- 
tion of course the Venerable Arch. 
deacon's work will be quoted with gra- 
titude by stadents for generations to 
come. But read? Hardly. ‘The lady's 
glowing fanoy, on the other hand, takes 
the reader by storm and leaves on his 
miud an indelible if inaccurate im-

The same gifted lady las taken the 
Malay Peninaula under her patronage 
aud has given to the world under the 
uow well-known title of the “Golden 
Chersonese” such a gorgeous revela- 
tion of the country aud the people that 
to see Perak aud die must be the one 
wish-of those who have read ber book. 
Being endowed with the faculty of 
eing things with tho eye of the post, 
“in a fixe frenzy rolling,” she re 
in the splendours of the tropi 
gles, sees uo vileuess in 
Malay or Chinese, and adores the mon. 
keys like a Benares devotee; avd to 
crown all she possesses 
degree the power of transferring these 
strong impressions of hers to paper. 
‘The render, however, who is ever likely 
to gravitate to those parts would do weil 
to be on his guard aguiust over-much 
enthusiasm, for every oue is not gifted 
with the second sight, or poetical sense, 
or whatever power it be which lifts 
Miss Bird so high above the common 
earth and enables ber to tive in au 































ideal paradise in the midst of physical 








discomforts which drive ordinary mor- 
tals to suicide, It is always well to 
bear in mind that there ate two sides 
to the shield—but here we shall be 
safest undor the guidance of the other 
lady. 

Iu the May number of “London 
Society ” is au’ unpretending but well 
written paper which shows that all is 
not gold that glitters in the “ Golden 
Chorsonese.” The writer, who thinly 
veils her identity under the pseudonym 
of Mrs Rose, gives, under the title of 
“Teo days at the Soaside,” a graphio 
account of ber own murder at @ place 
called Pangkor, which, as we gather 
from her uarrative, is one of the unite 
in that wonderfal scheme of residential 
administration by which the various 
Malay States are loosely held togethor 
under the suzerainty of Sir Frederick 
Weld. Mes, Roso saw Malaysia 
through a vory different medium from 
Miss Bird,and indeed may be considered 
as the antithesis and autidote to that 
distinguished lady. What, for example, 
could offer a sharper contrast to Mi 
Bird’s beatific visions than Mrs, Rose’ 
description of her home in Perak ? 
“Our first sight of Darian Sabatang 
filled us with dismay, Tho Resideuoy, 
or Government bungalow, in which 
were expected to liv an anoient 
ahed made of palm-leaves propped up 
on about fifty tottering lege made of 
the stoms of palms. The shed was in 
80 dilapidated a condition that no 
respectable English farmer would ba 
put a cow into it, ‘There was a ladder 
‘at the back and another at the front by 
which the shed could be entered. . 
There were twelve permauent leaks in 
the roof, aud every uow and then the 
wind would lift up a large piece of 
thatoh bodily, while the rain poured 
down as if from buckets through the 
tewporary openings thus made, ‘There 
were no ceilings to the rooms,” eto., eto. 
Nor does the living appoar to have 
10 good as it is in Shanghai 
We lived almost entirely on 
tinned meats which were always mach 
damaged by tho climate before they 
reached us. We got so sick of them 
at Inst that often wo let them go away 
from the table untouched, and preferred 
to starve. These liad, most pro- 


























bably, been for many months in the 
Singapore shops, and n Singapore shop- 
keeper, unless he is greatly belied, 
looks on an order from a ‘jungle. 





of getting rid of bis unsaleable goods.” 
‘The fragal, industrious, docile, Chinese 
whom we have been accustomed to hear 
of a8 the life and son! of the Malay 
country, the pioneers of progress and 
the mainstay of civilised government, 
are according to this matter-of-fact 
writer— 

“Hideous nine-tenths naked coolies, 
almost all with- repulsive akin-di 
avd all, withont exception, owning the 
most villninons coautenances.. . . A 
large proportion of the Chinese popula- 
tion was generally in prison for some 
crime or other, aud gangs of thom 
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might be seen walking about with 
obains on their logs. . . ‘These convicts 
‘wore generally considered by the Eu 
lish and the Malays to be the flower of 
the Chinese community, all Chinese 
being deserving of prison and only the 
worst and most practised scoundrels 
managing to escape it.” She goes ou to 
explain how a selection for a post of 
trast is always made from among the 
convicts. Possibly Mra. Rose’s love for 
the Chinese raco was chilled by the ex- 
perience of a night attack by a gang 
of fifty or sixty ruffians in which her 
host was killed and his wife and herself 
both left for dead. The narrative of 
that torriblo night's doings is interest. 
ing from several poiuts of viow. It is 
rare for a person to survive to give an 
acconnt of his own murder, aud one is 
curious to know what the sensations 
of the victim were at the different 
stages of the proceeding. Mrs. Rose 
sooms disappointed at the inartistic 
character of tho attack made on ber. 
Sho had derived from her study of 
history and her reoreatious in tho field 
of fiction an ideal of a murderer; a 
ferocious fiond, rushing wildly on his 
viotim with awfal yells aud the firo of 
hell glaring from his eyes. What she 
actually oxporioueed was acalm, plileg- 
matic Chinaman with a hatchet in bis 
haud chopping slowly at hor head “as 
if he wore going about his ordinary 
business”—which, porhaps, he was, as 
the writer shrewdly adds. Anyhow the 
operator bad clearly not stadied mar. 
der as a fine art, and his clumsy 
and prosaic workmanship soems to have 
stripped off the Inst shred of the ro- 
mance of the “Gulden Chersonese” from 
this muob enduring lady resident. 


























CHINESE MISGOVERNMENT. 

No rulora in the world require to sot 
thoir house in order more promptly and 
effectually than the present powers in 
China. Noue seem to be more careless 
of what will happen from their noglect- 
ing thoir duty to the poople whom 
they rule, Perhaps the Turkish Go- 
vernmont might run the Chinese hard 
in a competitive examination in the art 
of misgoverning; but the Turks know 
that theie hour, in Harope, at all events, 
ie at hand, and sultan and pashas, 
governors aud bumbashis, are solely 
ocoupied in making as much hay for 
themselves as the very feeble sun that 
is loft to shine on them willallow. But 
there are uo sigus visible that the ‘T'ar- 
tars have soon, or iu avy way dread the 
nearness of the day when they shall cease 
to rule in Chius. ‘bey are accustomed 
to power, and like other Imporial and 
Royal lines that have been deposed iv 
other parts of the world, they uever 
imagiue a state of things in which 
they will be jpensed with. And, 
besides, they misgovern by rule, Anti- 
quity supplies precedents for every- 
thing io Cina, aud as long as its wisdom 
is followed the misgoverned should be 
happy. Discontent must inorease year 
by yoar aud day by dey with auoh a 























system of government as this country 
groaus under. However patiout a people 
may be, they are sure sooner or later 
to sot about righting their wrongs. 
But the history of China does not show 
the people to be a particularly pationt 
race. They have always been slow to 








or unworthy rulers. Probably the 
country is enjoying a period of greater 
political quiet at the present timo than 
at any other period since the different 
states were consolidated into the Ein- 
pire, Observers among foreigners, aud 
also among Chinese, say that Ube state 
is houeycombed by Secret Societies, all 
of which have for their aim the ov 
throw of the presont dynasty. ‘That is 
vory likely ; indeed it has always been 
& matter of wonder that, considering 
the large uumbor of officers aud soldiers 
who were thrown on the world as soon 
ing rebellion bad been 
stamped ont, thore has not boon a 
ious outbreak long ago under the 
auspices of those gentry.

And, 
indeed, it is to be expected that 
next rebellion in China will bo stronger, 
more dificult to quell, than those 
that liavo preceded it. Daring the 
preseut goueration the Chinese, geuer- 
ally, Lave become more intelligent, 
better acquainted with the affairs of 
the world, aud therefore more likely to 
guide a rebellion successfully than 
those who were at the head of previous 
insurrections. It may be snid that it 
ia only those who have come into 
frequent coutact with foreigners, and 
whose intelligence has permitted them 
to appreciate the benefits which scieuce 
bestows, who are wiser than the genora- 
tions of their countrymen who have 
gono bofore ; it may be true Unt only 
the Chineso at the ports aud in Hung. 
kong bave progressed notably, But 
all history tells us that it has been 
among seafaring populations and in the 
towns where mon dwell who traffick 
with foreign lands—those whose ideas 
have to stand rubbing ngniust the ideas 
of strange peoples—that the spirit of 
freedom bas always been strongest, aud 
turbulence most at home. 
the same in China, 

The neglect to repair aud keep in 
order the great watorwayé of the 
country, particularly in the north and 
north-west, mast have accumulated 
immense amount of animosity agai 
the Government. ‘The measures pro- 
























































posed in order to meet the evils tht arise 
from official neglect or inefficiency, 
are always mere expedients to put the 
matter out of sight for a time. Yet 
other countries baye suffered, aud 





continue to suffer, so much from floods 
that we hesitate to apply the fall 
measure of blame to the misdoings of 
the Government with the Yellow River, 
But European governments do try to 
provide effectual remedies for the 
floods which occasionally bring distross 
on their people. In no country is there 
a river which so regularly brings 
misery, rain, and death to great mule 
titades of people as the Yollow River - 
does to those wretches who live uear 
it, ‘The Mississippi is probably the 
nearest parallel to Chiua’s Sorrow ; yet- 
by embauking it effectually for hun. 
drods of miles, by « largo expenditure 
of money on engineering works, the 
waters lave beon probably as well 
controlled as the science of man 
can control nature when in her “sense~ 
less outbreaks.” ‘The same means 
applied ov the Yellow River would bo 
followed by similar results. Tho peo- 
ple would live in some sort of security, 
their industry would increase when they 
saw that there was some certainty 
about their enjoying its fruity, the 
value of land. would rise, and other 
benefits follow. Of course a largo 
expenditure would be necessary to 
bring about this happy change. But 
it would soon be returned by the 
improved condition of the country 
increasing the revenue. Special taxos 
might be levied from the districts bene. 
g | fited, iu ordor to repay tho oxpenditure 
or the interest upon it, But before 
China could undertake a work on the 
scale needed at the Yellow River she 
must put a great many things straight 
that are now very crouked, She must 
improve ler fuaucial condition, 80 as 
to be able to raise money for such works 
as would be needed. When that has 
been done, her own poople or foreigners 
will provide the necessury fands. Iu the 
meantime, we suppose, flood will suc- 
ceed flood and hundreds of thousands 
of nubappy people be brought to misery, 
while High Commissioners and the 
Boards of Revenue are paltering with 
the menus of averting horrible mis. 
fortunes, as we saw them dving in the 
abstract of the Peking Gazette which 
we published yestorduy. Nothing shows 
nore vleatly the feobleness of the govern= 
ing classes at Peking than their way 
of shirking their duty in the prevention 
of the floods on the Yellow River, 
And what a splendid renown would be - 
that of the Emperor or statesman who 
succeeded in bridling the waters that 
have been a sorrow to his countrymen 
sinoe they first came to Chiual His 
fame in the far future would outshine 
and displace that of Yao, There is 
unhappily no hope of such a man ap= 
pearing. Something temporary will be 
done; misery will come in the future 
as in the past; aud somo day the people, 
goaded beyond endurance, will rise 
and create:or joiu in a rebellion.

‘The late heavy rain has caused much 
damage to crops, inundating much land, 
bursting the bauks of our rivers, an 
throwing down houses and walls, ‘There 
is not a property in this city that has not 
suffered severely. ‘The lanes look pictures 
of desolation. Peking looks like a buried 
city just exhumed. Large sheets of water 
are still lying on parts of our public 
thoroughfares, absolutely barring all. veh 
cular or pedestrian movement. ‘This is 
state of matters which is a disgrace to the 
authorities, elsewhere the people them- 
selves would do something to remedy so 
crying an evil, but in the capital the officials 
forbid it, If tive people repaired the damage 
the authorities would lose their handsome 
commission, Last year a benevolent privalg 
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individual offered to relay tho stones 
of the front gate, but his offer was refused. 
Any who knows Peking will know the awfui 
ruts of this and the Hata gato, endanger- 
ing life and limb to pass through in carts, 
or even on horseback. A few moro such 
heavy rainfalls as our last and Peking 
would cease to exist. It is by far the 
heaviest rainfall, which has ever beon 
known. 

Té has had one effect, it has cooled the 
eartl’s crust so thoroughly that our wea- 
ther has been completely changed. We 
have had no summer heat worthy the 
name, aud just at the end of July 
and.‘boginning of August, when wo 
usually have our greatest heat, the wea- 
ther has been positively cool. ‘the month 
bogan with autumual breezes which co 
tinue, the seared aud yellow leaf i 
some casos has commenced ere the blossoms 
hace bogun tofal) and altogether things look 
agood deal topsy turvy. What the clerk 
of the weather has been about, it is impos- 
sible to divine. But, notwithstanding this 
heavy rain do not imagine that wo have 
eon knee-deep in mud, as our wont is in 
the rainy season. On tho contrary, wo 
never saw our sirests cleaner ; and our 
sand usually of tho blackest filthiest, and 
most odorous, was converted into sand 
which, with a'small scotch of imagination, 
closely resembled the sand of the seashore. 

Ono of tho chiof secretaries uf tho For- 
eign Ofice has been severely handled by

Some two or three months ago a band of 
thirty-one robbers were captured, and white 
they were being conducted to the Court for 
trial, the police who had them in custody 
were set upon by a band of Chinese soldiers, 
and twelve of the robbers were rescued and. 

The other nineteen were 
duly tried, sentenced to death and ox- 
ccuted. It is stated that the reason of the 
soldiers interfering in the matter was that 
one of them was married to a sister of the 
robber-chief. The high-handed conduct 
of the Chinese soldiery even reaches to tho 
palace of the King.

His Excellency also went to great expense 
to get out plant of the best procurable 
machinery for the manufacture of cloth 
and flannel from native wool, which is 
abundant and cheap.

them; so the natives, after a while, 
found they could get on better with- 
out the ermediation of the inter- 
A host of officials were also 
placed on duty in the factory, who had to 
be paid, although they did’ nothing and 
never’ intended to learn how to use the 
machinery. Much dissatisfaction was thus 
created, and on my passing through Lan- 
chou, two years ago, I was asked by H.E. 
Yang, the Acting Governor-General, to 
inspect and report on the working of the 
establishment. 

HELE. Tso did not, however, limit his 
innovations to cloth-weaving ‘and ship- 
building, but got out a steam-dredger or 
excavator, to make a river navigable in the 
neighbourhood of Ping-liang Fa. ‘This 
was also under the management of two 
German engineers, who had nothing to say 

the matter of commencing the work, 
and the consequence of that was that an 
impossibility was undertaken. No doubt 
there are places where dredging is practic- 
able, and where it would be very advan- 
tageous to the country, but it is not at 
Ping-liang Fu. Last year, when I passed, 
the ‘patent dredgor was being dismantled 
and boxed up to carry ‘some where- 
else; but the German's were still retained, 
with the intention of their being more 
profitably employed at some other plac 
It is a pity that ELE. Tso has not had 
the benefit of an intelligeut foreign adviser 
near him during his uorthern-western 
campaign. He might then have accom- 
plished great and useful works, aud con-

DISTURBANCES AT THE BUBBLING WELL. 
—_-—_—_ 

During the summer months, when the 
Yangtsze overflows its banks owing to the 
melting of immense masses of snow on the 
at whose feet the river tak 
the people suffer great hardship 
‘Tho country on both sides of the Yangtsze 
is flooded as far as the eye can reach, to a 
depth of many feet. ku consequence of 
this, tho poor people, being rendered 
homeless, and without the means of obtain- 
ing a livelihood, wander many hundreds of 
li from their homes in search of food 
employment. During the great famiu 
many people tramped from Shantung to 














Nanking, where rice was cheap and labour 
in demand, They suffered great hardships’ 
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on the journey, and numbers of them never 


* succeeded. in’ reaching their destination. 


When the wanderers were unable to get 
food, the women and children were sold, 
being offered at 40 cash a catty. They 
lived. on the walls of tho cities during 
their limited stay at a place, and were 
under @ leader who was furnished with 
a pass-port from the officials of the district 
to which the wanderers belonged, and this 
secured them food from the mandarins of 
the districts through which they passed. 
‘The people, of course, laid hands on every- 
thing that came within them reach before 
they were taken charge of by the mandarins 
—that is bofore arriving at aud after leaving 
the cities, ‘There have been floods on the 
Yangtsze this year, and the poor people 
have Isft the inundated localities. A num- 
ber of them have found them way to Shang- 
hai, thongh we have not heard that mai 
of them have actually come into tlio sett 
ments, but they have been making 
presence felt on the Bubbling Well Road. 
‘A gang of men, with whom were a few 
women, presumably wanderers of the 
Kind wo have described, made a raid on 
the “Bubbling Well Cottage” on Monday 
morning atabout half-past ten. As Sergeant 
Howard was leaving the Mixed Court at 
about’ 11 o'clock he was accosted by a 
gentleman, who informed him that an 
Organised ‘attack had just been mado on 
the woll known hotel at the Bubbling Well, 
aud had beon repulsed by the bold attitude 
ined by the propristur and his wife. 
first, it was deemed almost impossible that 
such an atiack should have been made in 
broad daylight at so frequented a spot, but 
Me, Superintendent Penfold, accompanied

endeavoured to obtain mercy, Many of 
the maranders still, however, held their 
frviid, and it was ouly when i becaine 
uown that messengers were on their way 
to the Sottlement to obtain assistance that 
the mob left the grounds. In consequence 
of the presence of mind and the deter- 
mined action,of the Jandlord and his wife, 
no damage was sustained beyond the loss 
of afew viands aud the destruction of « 
decanter and one or two lamp globes. 
Several of the gang were well dressed, 
their whole appearance rendering it 
possible for them to plead poverty and 
hunger as an excuse for the outrage. Some 
of the servants of the Cottage behared 
with commendable courage, attacking the 
gang with sticks and doing their utmost to 
preserve their master's property. When 
outside “the grounds of the hotel, a 
conflict tovk place between the band of 
vagrants and the villagers, some of whom 
were “suiarting from the sense of the 
injuries which they had themselves sus- 
tained. ‘I'wo or three persons sustained 
moro or less severe injuries, and among 
there we understand was the son of the 
tipao of the district, ‘The villagers managed

To the Bditor of the 
Nonru-Curva Herat. 
Sim,—The following concise facts will, 
probably, convince any sentient reader 
that a complot has existed a considerable 
ime for the purpose of ruining the detec- 
tive Si-yung. During January, 1883, Si 
yung took an important part in effecting 
the arrest of the Tientsin men. After the 
arrest a box belonging to Li Kin-ah was 
searched; then it was found that Li 
Kin-ah had forced Kew Yuen, Chief of 
the City bu-pans*, to sign a document to 
the effect that Li’Kin-ah would never be 
arrested by him or his assistants. Kew 
Yuen had, at the ti ‘@ warrant to 
arreat Li Kin-ah for murder. ‘The above 
being made public, Kew Yuen lost face. 
In Fobruary the murder of the mandarin 
at Quangse Road occurred, bu-pans from 
the ‘City were sent to Soochow to arrest 
the murderers, aud Wong Ah-an, lately 
deceased, being a runner under te chief 
bu-pan, also went with a number of other 
runners, loafers, and thieves to Soochow 
for the ‘purpose of assisting the bu-paus. 
Kew Yuen, the chief, did not himself go t 
Soochow. ‘Upon the return of his ass

ants to Shanghai, Kew Ynon is said to 
have stated that through the murder he 
was three hundred dollars out of pocket, 
but he would recover it from some one.
